1. Patents are not renewed, but extended. 
And some ~ been extended in modern 
times—most uently for veterans after 
wars. 2. = g models of inventions; 
they are not required unless specifically called 
for by the Patent Office. 3. Plant patents are 
issued to those who reproduce a new variety 
of plant. 4. For those who want help with 
their applications, the Patent Office publishes 
Patents And Inventions—An Information Aid 
For Inventors. It costs 15 cents and can be 
obtained from the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, Government Printing Office, Washing- 
ton 25, D.C. &. There are nearly 1,000 patent 
examiners—not “over 2,000.” 6. ‘Regarding 
an invention useful to the Armed Forces that 
is classified Secret; the inventor will not get a 
patent until the invention is declassified. 
There are no exceptions. And the scientist 
whose invention was classified Secret was not 
refused a patent—his patent was only held up.

Magazine Rack—Can Cap—Necktie

You cannot get a patent by substituting or 
material for another. Also you need to lear 
a lot more about rusting.and heat conduc 
tivity. The rust you find in radiators is caus 
by oxidation of the iron in the engine jack 
and other iron parts in the cooling system. 
radiator usually is made of copper which da 
not “rust” easily. To give the same cooling 
you get from a copper radiator your less cor 
ductive plastic substitute will need to be 
least 1,000 times as large. 


Asphalt Paint 


George E. Kuhlaiid of Upland, Calif., 
an idea for applying paint to asphalt driv 
ways. Is there any paint suitable for 
purpose? 

You have a variation of the common rolle 
applicator. You may be able to patent some 
detail, however.

United States Government. 

Uncle Sam is the world’s largest ci- 
vilian employer with more than 2,380- 
000 workers (nearly 200,000 of them 
overseas) required to carry out his pro- 
grams and policies at home and abroad. 

It is interesting to note that more 
than three out of four federal employees 
working in the United States are men. 
Out of every 100 Civil Service em- 
ployees, 23 work in the Postal Service 
and 45 work for the Army, Navy or Air 
Force. The remaining 32 are in various

other agencies. 

The government offers a greater va- 
riety of jobs than any other employer 
anywhere. Federal employees work in 
laboratories, machine shops and hospi- 
tals. They deliver mail. They take care 
of disabled veterans, protect against 
counterfeiters, inspect food and drugs to 
see that they are pure. They work in 
electronics, radio, radar and missiles re- 
search and testing. They forecast 
weather. 

Some 80 Federal agencies list more 
than 500 different white collar occupa- 
tions. For example, technical specialists 
are in high demand by the government, 
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the largest employer of scientists and 
engineers in the world. There is no spe- 
cialty in science or engineering which 
the government cannot use, from minor 
drafting skills to research in atomic 
physics. There are actually 30 different 
kinds of engineering positions in gov- 
ernment work today. 

In the more glamorous fields, the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation and the 
Treasury Department’s “T” Men— 
among them the Secret Service agents 
who guard the President—are always 
looking for qualified young college 
graduates. 

If you are the kind of person who 
shuns desk work the government also 
offers a wide range of outdoor work. 
The Forést Service, for example, has 
its smokejumpers—men who parachute 
into remote areas to battle forest blazes 
—and its forest rangers. 

The Alaska Railroad, stretching to 
within 100 miles of the Arctic Ocean, 
offers many openings. The Geological 
Survey Division of the Interior Depart- 
ment, the Bureau of Mines and the 
Atomic Energy Commission, among 
scores of other Federal departments, are 
avidly seeking mining engineers, geolo- 
gists and geophysicists. The Bureau of 
Indian Affairs has openings in forestry, 
public health and dozens of other out- 
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door fields. 

The greatest number of outdoor jobs 
is in the National Park Service, with its 
181 areas which are visited annually by 
more than 60,000,000 persons. College 
graduates are preferred and most start 
as rangers, at an annual base salary of 
$4,040. Top ranger pay is $9,530. 

If you have the desire to work in a 
foreign country, there are some jobs 
available in almost every occupational 





PLANT experts roam world for new plants. 
fruits, vegetables to introduce to U. S. 
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field—construction and maintenance 
workers, doctors, nurses, teachers, 
technical experts, mining engineers, me- 
teorologists, clerks, stenographers, typ- 
ists, geologists, skilled tradesmen, social 
workers and economists. Typical is 61- 
year-old Captain William C. Hearon, 
who pilots ships through the Panama 
Canal. He is one of nearly 100 pilots— 
all ship’s captains in their own right— 
engaged in this vital task. Canal boat 
captains earn up to $14,750 a year. 

Then there are plant specialists who 
roam the world for the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, searching for new 
plants, fruits and vegetables which they 
will introduce to American farmers. 

Workers hired by the government in 
the U. S. for overseas posts are generally 
required to sign a transportation agree- 
ment for a definite period of service, 
usually a minimum of 24 months. In cer- 
tain areas—Greenland is a good ex- 
ample—the minimum periods are only 
12 or 18 months. The government pro- 
vides transportation both to and from 
the foreign post. Return transportation 
at Government expense is usually con- 
tingent upon the worker completing his 
contract. Minimum age for overseas ap- 
pointments is generally 21. 

Overseas, white collar workers are 
paid the same base salaries as Federal 
employees in the United States with 
similar jobs, plus a post differential or 
a cost-of-living allowance, or both, de- 
pending upon conditions. For blue- 
collar and skilled-trade workers, hourly 
wage rates are computed to take these 
extra costs into account. A big attraction 
working overseas, many have found, is 
the incentive to bank “extra” pay- 
ments until they return to the U. S. 
Among U. S. government departments 
who hire civilian workers for overseas 
jobs are the Army, Navy, Air Force, 
State Department, Department of Agri- 
culture, Department of Commerce, De- 
partment of the Interior, International 
Cooperation Administration, Panama 
Canal Company and Canal Zone Gov- 
ernment and the U. S. Information 
Agency. 

The United States Foreign Service 
also offers many opportunities. “We 
need 300 new Foreign Service officers 
yearly,” the U. S. State Department re- 
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RETIREMENT benefits for government work- 
ers are numerous, assure old-age income. 


ports. Applicants must be at least 20 and 
under 31 years of age, and have been 
American citizens for at least ten years. 
If married, their wives must be Ameri- 
can citizens. Entrance into the Foreign 
Service is through competitive exami- 
nations. 

Foreign Service officers are limited, 
career-wise, only by ability. Six out of 
ten U. S. Ambassadors and ministers 
today rose from the ranks. 

Pay for beginning Foreign Service 
officers ranges from $5,225 to $5,885 a 
year, depending upon qualifications, ex- 
perience and age. There are annual in- 
creases, with top salary being $19,250 
for a Career Minister. 

Additionally, Foreign Service officers 
receive allowances, plus accrued home 
leave every two years, together with 
travel expenses for themselves and 
families. Foreign Service officers are as- 
signed any of the 280 embassies, consu- 
lates and legations the U. S. has abroad. 

Many federal departments have their 
own strict entrance examinations. But 
by far the largest number of govern- 
ment jobs within the United States come

HEATING 
HOMES

NEW “hot paper” may soon be the 
only source of heat in homes with 
neither chimneys nor furnaces. The 
electrically energized paper will be built 
into gypsum or other types of wallboard. 
Driveways of the future may need no 
shoveling. Laminated into suitable ma- 
terial and rolled under the surface of 
drives, the hot paper will melt snow as 
it falls. Frozen meats packed in the 
paper will be plugged into a kitchen out- 
let and cooked in the package. 

Hot paper or Cell-O-Therm, to call it 
by its name, is a by-product of the in- 
ventor’s search for a better ski wax. A 
chemist and sportsman, 42-year-old 
Robert Smith-Johannsen of Fort Ed- 
ward, N. Y., was a former associate of 
Dr. Irving Langmuir at the General 
Electric Research Laboratories at Sche- 
nectady. Some years ago Smith-Johann- 
sen decided to make a better ski wax. In 
his studies of various ingredients of such 
a wax he became intrigued with his dis- 
covery of a substance that conducted 
electricity and radiated heat. One in- 
gredient of his wax was “Ludox”— col- 
loidal silica of uniform submicroscopic 
particles. It has been used as an anti-slip 
agent in floor waxes and to prevent soil 
in some fabrics. 

One of his formulas which included 
“Ludox” appeared to make the bottoms 
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INVENTOR Smith-Johannsen with conductive paper. 
Coating radiates when copper strips are energized. 





of skis conductive. Excited by the end- 
less possibilities of a conductor that 
could be coated on any surface and 
made to create heat, he painted a piece 
of composition building board with the 
compound and attached wires along the 
top and bottom edges. The board gave 
off heat when he plugged the wires into 
an electrical circuit. Hung from the 
rafters of his first workshop the “heat- 
ing board” was the only source of heat 
in the shop during one northern winter. 
Smith-Johannsen ditched his quest of a 
ski wax to concentrate on the develop- 
ment of a paper that might be used to 
heat commercially. 

Collaborating with the Decora Cor- 
poration of Fort Edward he worked out 
a method to add the electrically conduc- 
tive substance at the paper-maker’s 
beater. The paper was impregnated with 
the substance as the rolls of paper were 
formed at the mill. The product looks 
like ordinary heavy brown paper except 
that it has copper foil strips which ex- 
tend parallel at opposite edges of the 
rolls. Lengths of the paper were experi- 
mentally laid out beneath a stone patio 
and under the roof of an outdoor dining 
pavilion in Spokane, Wash. It warmed 
the area so well that customers could 
eat in comfort in a snowstorm.

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NEW LOOK 
FOR 
U. S. MAIL

[ts probably happened to all of us > 
at one time or another—mailing an 
important letter only to have it arrive 
at its destination embarrassingly late. 

At eight a.m. on a Monday I mailed 
a first-class letter (with check in- 
closed) in front of my local post office 
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in northern New Jersey, thinking it 
would arrive in St. Louis, Mo., on my 
nephew’s birthday, on Wednesday. Ac- 
tually, it wasn’t delivered until Friday, 
two days after Johnny’s birthday party. 

The reason for its being delivered 
late is that almost all our postal service 
is hand-operated. Postmaster General 
Arthur E. Summerfield estimates that 
the average piece of mail has to be 
shuffled, faced, manhandled, canceled, 
sorted, shoved, tossed, hauled, mauled 
and bundled 17 different times en route 
from sender to receiver. 

Why does the most modern, effi- 
ciency-conscious country in the world 
have such a Model T postal service? 

One factor is money—or the lack of 
it. Last year, every 25 cents you 
poured into the Post Office Department 
needed another five cents in congres- 
sional appropriations to make up the 
difference between income and ex- 
penses. In 1957, delivering the U. S. 
mail meant a fat $522,000,000 deficit for 
Uncle Sam. 

But the big reason we are in such a 
dither is the absolutely fantastic volume 
of mail our postal service must handle 
every year. Americans send and re- 
ceive 60 per cent of the world’s total 
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SORTING machine in Washington, D. C. en- 
ables girl to handle 18,000 letters a day. 









mail volume—more than all the other 
countries combined. Last year we sent 
about 60 million pieces of mail through 
the nation’s post offices. And the vol- 
ume is growing all the time. 

Yet, despite grousing public, expand- 
ing volume, political footballing and 
shortage of funds, the post office 
promises a better, more efficiently op- 
erated postal service for us in the not 
too distant future. 

How are they going to do it? By 
mechanization and automation. By 
making the handling of your letter to 
Aunt Susie at least as efficient as get- 
ting a pack of cigarettes from a vending 
machine. 

The first stage depends on your help. 
Right now, the Post Office Department 
handles more than 50 different sizes of 
envelopes, a limitless number of vari- 
sized packages, plus an assortment of 
cloth bags, hotel keys, wooden souve- 
nir plaques, and just about anything 
else that will take an address and a 
stamp. 

To get any kind of efficiency from 
automatic machinery, we will have to 
limit our letter envelopes to four to six 
sizes, our parcel post packaging to about 
a dozen. The first step in this program 
will start on July 1, 1959, when a 
mimimum-size rule will take effect. It 
will exclude first- and third-class do- 
mestic mail measuring less than 2%x4 
in. Later more rigid regulations will 
be enforced until the number of en- 
velope sizes is down to reasonable pro- 
portions and hotel keys and cloth bags 
are P.O. nightmares of the past. 

If all goes well, say in 1984, no human 
hand will touch your letter until it is 
delivered. Instead of the customary 
canvas bags, your letter will begin its 
long trip in an aluminum or plastic con- 
tainer that can be opened or closed 
automatically. These containers will be 
mechanically dumped on a conveyor 
system. 

At the proper moment, automatic 
tripping devices on the conveyor system 
will open the cartons of mail and spill 
letters into the receiving bins of culling 
machines. Here, super-sensitive elec- 
tronic equipment will search for, find 
and set aside air mail and special de- 
livery letters.

General Motor’s big breadwinner has a face-lift job fore

fb 1960 Chevrolet has had quite a 
lot of work done in the face-lift de- 
partment but not too much in the cellar. 
Much of the thinking at Chevy for 1960 
has gone into its smaller entry, the Cor- 
vair. Some top Chevrolet men I talked 
to admit that if the Corvair sweeps the 
public like a California canyon fire, it 
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may take away some of the sales glory 
of the standard Chevrolet. 

As we’ve quilled on these pages be- 
fore, the 1960 model year will be the big- 
gest in American automotive history, 
regardless of whether many cars are 
sold or not. It will be the biggest year in 
history because each of the Big Three 
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TEARDROP taillights on ‘59 Impala, left, have been replaced with pair of three-in-a-row 
lamps on ‘60 Impala, right. Batwing fins have also been flattened out on new rig.

has an entry designed to halt the im- 
ported small car invasion and to try to 
grab some of the sales from Rambler 
and Lark. When we tested the Corvair 
and Chevrolet, opinions were as varied 
as a Seventh Avenue version of a Scotch 
plaid as to what percentage of the mar- 
ket Corvair, Chrysler’s Valiant and 
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Ford’s Falcon might take. Frankly, 


nobody knows yet. Perhaps this is the 
reason the standard Chevrolet has un- 
dergone no radical changes: they may 
be waiting to see whether the tide is 
going in or coming out.

country’s top salesmen, once told me, 
“The smart manufacturer builds what 
he feels the public wants, not what he 
wants.” This is the fix the automobile 
business is in today. They’re not too sure 
what the public wants. Six months from 
now, for the first time, they’ll have a lot 
more than just a working idea. 

Now let’s get back to the good old 
standard-type Impalas, Bel Airs and 
Biscaynes, the Chevrolets that put so 
many dividend checks in the mail for 
General Motors stock owners. Starting 
at the front end, the grille is entirely 
new and well-designed, unlike the pro- 
boscis monkey effect of the 59 Chevy’s- 
front end. The front side panels (or 
fenders) have been given what is known 
as the “knife-edge” treatment, which 
means they look as though Sam The 
Tailor pressed them a little too hard 
with a hot iron. By the time you’ve 
walked back to the windshield, you’ve 
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seen just about all the style changes for 
1960 with the exception of the taillights 
and the batwing fins in the rear, which 
have been melted over this year but 
only slightly. 

MI Editor Bill Parker and I arrived 
at the General Motors Proving Grounds 
to give the new Chevies a batting 
around on a day that was rainy and 
about as miserable, weatherwise, as you 
could find—unless your job is taking 
photos of gals in bathing suits during 
the fall season in the Aleutians. We had 
an array of ’60 Impalas and Bel Airs to 
choose from. But the one that caught my 
eye was a car engineer Zora Arkus- 
Duntov was enthused about. (Duntov 
had a lot to do with the new Corvair and 
almost everything to do with the com- 
petition-type Corvette.) This job, in an 
Impala body, was like Ford’s “bomb” 
and is Chevy’s answer to the race track 
and thrill-seeking set.

echanically. The major switching has taken place in the styling department. 
The first one I got to test was Ford’s answer to “What ever happened to the 
old-time Ford bombs?” But the standard, well-housebroken, noiseless job was a f 
horse of an entirely different color. 

Ever since increased size and added weight began to fascinate the low-priced 
three, performance has dropped in the standard rigs, especially when fuel 
economy became the desired goal. In other words, to avoid having to stop at every 
gas pump on the turnpike, rear-axle ratios were lowered so that the 1960 Ford 
Galaxie I tested was pulling a 2.91 rear. Just a few short years ago 3.54 and 3.73 
were pretty standard and 2.91 was considered strictly overdrive stuff when 
coupled with a manual overdrive transmission. This explains in part why some 
drivers of older Fords can easily whip by new Fords when the light turns green.

But getting back to that first ’60 Ford 
I tested—what it will be known when 
you, the reader, can place an order for 
one, will most likely be “Police” or 
“Sheriff's Special” or some other high- 
sounding name. What it actually is, in 
my opinion, is Ford’s answer to what to 
buy if you’re heading for Daytona with 
more than the salt air in mind. For a 
power plant the “bomb” uses Ford’s big- 
gest 352-cubic-inch engine, hopped up in 
several ways. 

For one thing it features a four- 
barrel carburetor. The more or less 
standard 352-cubic-inch engine has gone 
back to a two-barrel job for 1960. To 
look at it another way, Ford claims that 
the hot engine is the same as the stand- 
ard job, with the following exceptions: 
it has a different intake manifold, a dif- 
ferent camshaft, higher compression 
ratio, a bigger carburetor and a different 
distributor. Aside from these slight dif- 
ferences the paint on both jobs will be 
found to be identical. It’s like saying 
that Eddie Arcaro and Wilt The Stilt 
are identical physical specimens since 
they both have ears. 
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The “bomb” I tested was also wearing 
an exhaust system not mentioned in the 
specification book; it made the engine 
audible across three states. In fact, if 
this car had mufflers they must have 
been in the trunk. The “bomb” batted 
out 0-60 consistently in 8.2 seconds, 
which means it’s exactly as fast in this 
phase of performance as a hot standard 
1960 Plymouth Fury or Tri-Power Pon- 
tiac. Top speed (and I didn’t have any 
place to wring it out) was rumored, by 
a little man who makes rumors, to be 
150 mph-plus. I have no doubt the one 
I was driving would come pretty close 
to that but I must admit I had a feeling 
it was sort of a king-sized version, not 
the type you’re apt to find at every 
country Ford dealer’s. Anyway you care 
to slice it, this “bomb” was Ford’s an- 
swer to the race track crowd and the 
Speed Trials. 

With the standard four-door Galaxie, 


carrying automatic transmission and all 
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the trimmings, 0-60 averaged 12.8 sec- 
onds. Zero to 30 on the Galaxie was an 
also-unsensational 5.1. These Fords dif- 
fer from those of a few years ago in that 
the standard line no longer seems to be 
making an attempt to be tlfe hottest rab- 
bit away from a light. 

The mildly surprising part of this 
to me is that almost 60 years ago a lean, 
angular-faced man named Henry Ford 
was a competition driver attempting to

manager respectively, came up with a 
new type rotor mechanism and hinge 
device for their helicopter which they 
have patented. The collective pitch con- 
trol is also a new type and is hydraulic- 
ally actuated. 

The two men got the idea in 1953 and 
began design work three years later. 
Early last year the helicopter made its 
first tethered flights four inches off the 
ground. 

The fuselage of the 555-pound craft 
is built of aluminum tubing, heliarc 
welded. The entire fuselage weighs 
slightly less than 40 pounds. The rotors 
are a combination of laminated birch, 
spruce and balsa wood covered with 
fiber glass. 

A converted 40-hp Mercury water- 
cooled outboard motor supplies the 
power which is carried to the 18-foot 
diameter rotor by timing belt drive and 
a Warner electric clutch adjusted by a 
rheostat control.

awesome. For example, scientists long 
held that no rubber-tired vehicle could 
begin to approach one-g acceleration, 
that the tires would break traction and 
spin long before the car could attain 
such speed. But today’s drag racers ig- 
nored that and now they’re accelerating 
as fast as a falling body in a vacuum 
and, some of the time, a good deal faster. 

What sort of people design, build and 
race dragsters?

How dangerous is this blinding speed? 
It’s dangerous—so is getting up in the 
morning. But out of the million or so 
drag-strip runs that are made each year, 
there are few mishaps. The sport is 
very safety-conscious, which it must be 
for its own good. The men who drive 
these bombs know their first goof may 
be their last. 

But driving a dragster is a formid- 
able challenge which imparts a tremen- 
dous feeling of self satisfaction. And it 
cultivates the sort of men that we need 
now for our machinery of defense and 
will need to meet the challenge of

steam systems can usually be 
traced to excessive pressure. In the 
boiler, pressure is exerted equally 
in all directions. 

Bear in mind that the same force 
is exerted on the return side of the 
system as on the supply side, so 
higher pressures do not provide 
better circulation or more heat— 
popular opinion notwithstanding. 
What can happen, when some of 
the air valves are open and sub- 
ject to high pressures, is a flooded 
system—because each pound of 
pressure will support a column of 
water 28 inches high. 

System pressure affects the air 
valves. Pressure differences be- 
tween hand and automatically 
fired boilers account for the differ- 
ent types of valves used. While 
considerable variation is common 
with hand-fired systems, automati- 
cally fired systems maintain fairly 
constant pressures. 

Vacuum valves. No heating sys- 
tem is 100 per cent airtight—but 
the tighter the better. The vacuum 
created in a cooling steam system 
will ordinarily suck in air. Vac- 
uum valves prevent the admission 
of air into the system by automati- 
cally closing during this cooling 
period.

ting. Water is not compressible, so if 
there is an air valve at the end of the 
pipe it is possible to ruin it and, under 
severe conditions, to damage the pipes 
or fittings. The situation is aggravated 
by high pressures. 

Angle valves are built to hold a small 
quantity of condensate in their base. 
This aids the siphoning action. When a 
valve is removed it is usually possible 
to shake water out of it. If a valve vents 
better after this, you can conclude that 
the water was causing the trouble by 
not permitting the steam to fill the radia- 
tor before the burner shut off. The pres- 
sure needed to get air through an 
operative valve is negligible, but it does 
take a little time to evacuate the radia- 
tor of air if the pressure is extremely 
low, especially if dirt or rust has accu- 
mulated somewhere along the run to 
the radiator. 

Genuine air valve troubles. Although 
the corrosion or fatigue of valves cannot 
be corrected, cleaning them will often 
help.

panel. Slots for the sliding doors are 
dadoed into the bottom shelf and stool.

Because the width of the track mount- 
ing panel is wider than 48 inches, it will 
have to be glued together with a %-inch 
cleat under the joint. The track mount- 
ing panel is set into the outside pieces. 
Space is allowed in the panel assembly 
for the two legs that are hinged to the 
outside pieces and held in an upright 
position by metal table leg braces. A 
stop rabbet is made in each leg to ac- 
commodate the leg brace bracket when 
legs are folded into the layout panel as- 
sembly. 

The distance the rabbet is made from 
the end of the leg as well as the length 
of the rabbet, is determined by the size 
of the leg brace. The layout board can 
be hinged to the top stool with a con- 
tinuous hinge or pivoted at.each side 
with transom centers.

BUILD IVI I's PYLON PLAN 


By Paul Del Gatto 


GRE, my sons and I have flown 
tethered model planes before, but 
we seemed to have failed to develop it 
to the point where the youngest, a six- 
year-old, could get the same kick out 
of it as his 1l-year-old brother. So we 
hit upon the idea of utilizing a realistic 
pylon as a stanchion around which the 
model would rotate. 

We even went through the trouble of 
rigging our pylon with a model that was 
especially designed for it (if you’re 
pressed for time, however, you can al- 
ways rig up a manufactured plastic 
model plane in the same manner). The 
plane we built was a model of that fa- 
mous World War I fighter, the Nieuport 
17. The color scheme and markings de- 
cided upon were those used by the

The plane. Make up a set of full-size 
plans, complete with the necessary de- 
tails, to speed assembly and eliminate 
errors. Cut out all the required parts. 
Put off shaping and sanding the wings, 
stabilizer and elevator until later. The 
basic fuselage assembly itself requires 
very little time. Once the sides have 
been assembled the fully-shaped lower 
wing is cemented in position; the tail 
surfaces are cemented in place after- 
ward. 

Install the main landing gear strut 
and complete the basic fuselage assem- 
bly, then rough out the cowl to a semi- 
finished and hollowed shape as indicated 
in the plans. Cement the ;*;-inch nose 
fairings in place and tack the cowl ring 
down lightly to blend in with the fuse- 
lage nose assembly. Completing this, re- 
move the temporarily attached cowl and 
finish it by cementing the cowl former 
in place and adding the four-inch plastic 
propeller. 

Now assemble the interplane struts 
and cement them in place on the lower 
wing. 

The machine gun assemblies are 
next: the Vickers machine gun cements 
to the fuselage top while the Lewis gun 
fits atop the upper wing. But hold off 
cementing the wing and gun assemblies 
in position until the model has been 
doped and painted. 

Next, apply at least two thinned coats 
of dope, gently sanding between each 
coat. The fuselage on the model is fin- 
ished in red while the wing and tail sur- 
faces were painted a yellow-orange. 
Machine guns, struts, rib markings and 


other details are in black, and the cowl 
is painted silver. 

Brush three thinned coats of paint on 
all surfaces. The surfaces are then 
rubbed down gently with a fine grit rub- 
bing compound before adding decals, 
rib and surface markings. 

At this point cement the top wing as- 
sembly in place and complete the wire 
yoke assembly by attaching it to the ro- 
tating arm of the pylon. 

The pylon. This is easy to construct 
and requires no special skills or equip- 
ment. All pulleys, collars and shafts 
came from the A. C. Gilbert Co., Fifth 
Ave. & 25th St., New York 1, N. Y., and 
can be ordered from that company’s 
catalog. 

Begin assembly by cutting the pylon’s 
sides to shape from %-inch plywood. 
Keep waste to a minimum by laying out 
the plywood as indicated in the plans. 

The one-inch-square corner bracings 
are then nailed with %4-inch finishing 
nails to the right-hand side of each 
panel. Join three of the sides with finish- 
ing nails; the fourth side is fastened 
with wood screws to facilitate removal 
should repairs be required on the inter- 
nal mechanism. 

Locate the bottom cross brace ap- 
proximately 2% inches from the bottom 
and fasten it in place with %4-inch finish- 
ing nails. 

Cut the motor base from a piece of 
3g-inch plywood; then locate the center 
and drill a %-inch-diameter hole for the 
drive arm shaft. 

The pulley holes are located 2%- 
inches between centers. Cut the three 
bearing plates from ;4-inch sheet alumi- 
num. Drill four holes at each corner and 
a ¥%-inch-diameter hole in the center, 
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then fasten the plates to 
the motor base with ma- 
chine screws and secure 
the motor in place. 

The cam base is cut to 
an 8%-inch diameter from 
%-inch plywood. A %- 
inch-diameter hole is 
drilled in the center and 
the aluminum bearing 
plate mounted to the un- 
| derside. 
| Fasten the cam base to 
the top of the pylon with 
wood screws that pass 

through the one-inch- 
square corner braces, 
make sure that the shaft 
| holes are lined up before 
fastening. 

The cam ring is then cut 
from 34-inch hardwood; its 
outside diameter is 8% 
inches and the inside di- 
ameter 534 inches. Mount 
it to the %-inch ply- 
wood cam base with wood 
screws. 

Cut the cams from half- 
inch hardwood giving 
them arcs one-quarter 
of an 8%%-inch-diameter 
circle, then fasten them to 
the cam ring with finish- 
ing nails and glue. The 
cams are an optional fea- 
ture which give the plane

R fun or instruction, this little tin- 

can motor is an interesting project 

which can be completed in a couple of 

hours—and you'll probably have most 
of the materials. 

An electric motor is really nothing 
more than two electromagnets, one being 
alternately repelled and attracted by 
the other so that it spins. This rotary 
motion is in turn transmitted to a shaft 
which drives something else. Our little 
motor doesn’t drive anything but it does 
demonstrate the principle of operation. 

In building the motor, the core of the 
field magnet is made by cutting strips 
from a tin can, bending them double and 
hammering them flat. The strips are 
then bent around a broom handle or a 
one-inch dowel in two sections and 
joined just below the bends with an 
aluminum rivet. Then the wire is wound 
as shown in the drawing. The armature 
is two strips bent and wired as illus- 
trated and secured to the shaft with 
Scotch tape. The ends of the armature 
wire are stripped bare of insulation and 
Scotch-taped to a paper-wound com- 
mutator so that the center sections are 


exposed for contact. The commutator, 
in turn, must be taped to the shaft so it 
won’t slip. The ends of the shaft, inci- 
dentally, are filed to points and rest in 
two depressions made in the upright 
supports. The ends of the wires which 
form the brushes by bearing lightly 
against the commutator are also bared. 

When the battery is hooked up and 
the brushes are in contact with the com- 
mutator wires, both the armature and 
the field become electromagnets. If the 
north pole of the armature is near the 
north pole of the field magnet, it will 
be repelled, causing it to start to spin; 
otherwise, a slight push of the finger 
will make it work. The armature con- 
tinues to spin because its poles are re- 
versed each time the commutator makes 
a half turn and there is alternate attrac- 
tion and repulsion between the opposite 
and like poles of the field and the arma- 
ture. Naturally, the magnetism is 
broken each instant the brushes are 
out of contact with the commutator 
wires, but the momentum of the arma- 
ture carries the commutator around for 
the next contact.—John Michel

of 50-mph speeds—and easy to handle as money.

ne beginning construction of this snazzy little ice skimmer, 
take some time to study the accompanying drawings and photo- 
graphs. Then your first step will be to procure the power plant, since 
the size and shape of the engine may necessitate some minor construc- 
tural changes in the frame. The engine shown in the plans is a ten-hp 
unit, but any compact power-plant in the six- to ten-hp range will

Frame. This is of 54¢-inch carbon steel 
seamless tubing cut slightly oversize to 
facilitate fitting and joining. File to as 
fine a tolerance as possible to assure the 
most durable welded joints. Using a pipe 
bender, shape the tubing before welding 
it in position. Templates should be used 
to obtain the neatest construction and 


symmetry about the center axis. 

With the four main longitudinal mem- 
bers tentatively positioned, the floor 
members are welded in place. Assemble 
the floor on a flat surface as all future 
alignment will be derived from this

this basic structure all other members, 
plates, brackets, etc., are installed. 

Firewall. The firewall is cut from 
quarter-inch aluminum plate. The lay- 
out must accommodate the pillow blocks 
for the steering shaft and Lord mounts 
that support the engine. The Lord 
mounts are aircraft-type fittings that ab- 
sorb engine shock and should be rated 
at a 25- to 40-pound static load. 

The one-inch steering shaft is inserted 
through the pillow blocks when the 
blocks are positioned. This will assure

proper alignment when the holes are 
drilled for the %x28-inch bolts (use 
nuts and lockwashers with these and all 
other bolts). The remaining bolt holes 
in the firewall have 7/32-inch diameters. 
Other holes necessary for the engine in- 
stallation are drilled in areas that will 
not interfere with the driver’s feet. The 
firewall itself is held in position by ten 
¥4x28-inch bolts around the perimeter.

Gas tank. To the five-quart fuel tank 
is attached a brass or steel hydraulic fit- 
ting threaded for the fuel line and en- 
gine fittings. Solder this fitting into the 
lower edge of the front tank wall, then 
add mounting brackets to the front, 
rear, and both sides. 

If the engine is to utilize a pressurized 
tank and fuel system, solder a %-inch 
brass tube into the front wall at the top 
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of the tank. This tube faces forward to 
the engine and is connected by neoprene 
tubing to the bleed air jet located in the 
engine crankcase. The fuel tank is held 
to the frame by four No. 7 %-inch sheet- 
metal screws with lock washers. 

Windshield. A pattern for the ;4;-inch 
Plexiglas windshield outline is included 
in the drawings. Cut it carefully on a 
band saw to prevent the material 
chipping or cracking. Bending is accom- 
plished by heating the plastic to ap- 
proximately 180°F in hot water or an 
oven, then clamping it in a jig and 
shaping before it cools. 

The three angle brackets are bolted 
to the windshield with 10-32 machine 
screws and to the body with three No. 7 
half-inch sheet-metal screws. The base 
of the windshield may have to be 
trimmed to match the contour of the 
body. This is done by draw filing. 

Propeller Cage. A suitable guard 
must enclose the propeller..The steel 
mesh cage on Skeeter can be welded or 
bolted to the frame. At least a two-inch 
clearance should exist around the per-

The floorboard is cut to 
shape from a sheet of %-inch Masonite.

Heat to a dull red spreading the heat 
over the largest possible area to be bent. 
Grasp the angle away from the heated 
area and pull until the bend reaches the 
desired radius. It may be necessary to

boiler, carefully follow the manufacturer’s 
instructions and use only recommended 
compounds. Some materials have been 
sold that contain volatiles, such as am- 
monia, which vaporize and condense in the 
valves and can ruin non-ferrous metals. A 
few air valves are bimetallic and subject 
to rust, so oxidizing chemicals should be 
avoided. Whatever compound is used, it 
should be thoroughly flushed out of the 
boiler when cleaning is complete.

heating systems remember that these sys- 
tems are closed; that is, air does not enter 
on each cycle. In a properly operating sys- 
tem air enters only when water is added 
or the piping is opened for repairs. 

There are two basic types of hot-water 
heating: gravity and forced. In the first, 
circulation is provided by the difference in 
weight between the water leaving the 
boiler and that returning. In the forced 
system, a pump is used for circulation. 

There are many methods of distributing 
hot-water heat. Cast iron radiators, con- 
vectors, baseboards or panels are some of 
the means used. There are two-pipe ar- 
rangements as well as one-pipe systems. 
However, the basic principles are the same 
in all cases. 

Expansion tanks. The gravity system 
usually has an expansion tank above the 
highest radiator and open to the atmos- 
phere. While this type of tank can also be 
used with a forced system, a closed tank in 
the basement is preferable. With an open 
tank any increase in volume due to over- 
filling will be discharged to the atmosphere 
through the overflow. With a closed tank 
it is necessary to use a relief valve. 

Air in hot-water systems. A little air in 
a system can cause plenty of unnerving 
noise. As much air as possible should be 
eliminated at the boiler. If the expansion 
tank is connected to the top of a boiler and 
a dip tube used to connect the main, much 
of the air will go into the vent-controlled 
tank. 

When the system is first filled, the boiler 
should be brought up to about 210°F. after 
the original purging to drive any remain- 
ing air into the expansion tank. When the 
water cools, it can be pumped through the 
system if forced circulation is used. The 
cooling water draws air into the system 
but, upon reheating, drives it off again. 
The procedure should be repeated if nec- 
essary. 

Boiler compounds. The boiler and 
piping should be thoroughly cleaned be- 
fore being put into service. Automatic 
valves should not be left on the system 
during the cleaning operation. Use plugs 
or manual valves. After cleaning is com- 
pleted reinstall the automatic valves. *

realistic up-and-down motion during 
flight. 

Begin assembly of the drive shaft unit 
by taking a piece of %-inch round stock 
13 inches long, measuring off four inches, 
making a 90° bend and soldering on a 
washer at the bend. Then, two inches from 
the first bend, make another 90° bend to 
form a U. The third and final 90° bend, a 
half-inch from the end of the shaft, is made 
in the direction of rotation. 

Drill a %-inch-diameter hole in the 
drive arm and insert the arm into the drive 
shaft from the bottom, resting it against 
the washer. Place the drive shaft in the 
mounting plate and slip a collar on the 
shaft. Then slide on a three-inch pulley 
and another collar. Slide the drive shaft 
into the bottom mounting plate and mount 
the remaining pulleys as shown in the 
drawing. 

The drive arm can be made from a four- 
to six-foot length of %-inch O.D. tubing 
or any standard car antenna—an antenna 
is ideal because of its adjustable length. 

Solder a spot on the drive arm about 
3% inches from the pylon center and slip 
on the %-inch-diameter roller bearing 
over the spot so that the bearing rides near 
the outside edge of the cam ring. Now se- 
cure the pulleys and collars on the shaft in 
their respective positions. 

The wire yoke assembly which fastens 
the model to the end of the drive arm must 
be made so as to utilize the type of drive 
arm used. 

Finishing. Paint the pylon in the white- 
and-red checkered design used on all 
pylons at the National Air Races. First 
apply a primer coat to the whole assembly, 
then follow with at least two coats of Duco 
white enamel on the four pylon sides. To 
finish, mask off the sides in four-inch 
squares and brush two coats of red on each 
alternate square. 

Operation. Here’s where the fun begins. 
Anyone who can operate a model train will 
be able to fly this tethered model aircraft. 

Connect the lead-out wires from the AC 
or DC electric motor to the terminals of 
any train transformer. Plug the trans-

sections at a time and form the radii 
gradually. The wooden runners (which 
have already been cut to shape) can be 
used as templates for this bending op- 
eration. 

After forming, the angle iron is cut 
to length and the individual blades 
mounted to the wooden runners with 
ten No. 8 one-inch-long flathead wood 
screws countersunk flush with the 
blade. The rear runners are held to the 
iron mounting brackets by half-inch 
bolts welded in position and with jam 
nuts to prevent loosening. The brackets 
themselves are of ;‘,-inch steel plates 
bent or welded to the desired dimen- 
sions. 

The front steering runner is the same 
as the rear runners but mounted differ- 
ently. It is held by a two-inch-long 
#s-inch bolt between two ;4,-inch plates 
welded to the steering shaft. The steer- 
ing gear’s bicycle sprocket is mounted 
to a machined flange which is also 
welded to the shaft. 

Steering wheel. Construct the steer- 
ing wheel from tubing scraps left over 
after construction of the frame. To form 
the small radii of the handle loops use 
slightly more heat during bending and

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concentrate it more on the outside of 
the radii. If the tube starts to buckle dur- 
ing bending, allow the inner radius to cool 
slightly before continuing to stretch the 
outer radius. When finished, wrap the 
handles with electrician’s tape. 

Steering controls. The drum, which is 
mounted to the steering wheel by a quar- 
ter-inch bolt, may be purchased or else 
machined from a 244-inch-diameter alumi- 
num rod. The cable ends are secured by 
two No. 10-32 set screws. The head of the 
pin in the end link of the bicycle chain is 
filed off and the pin driven out by means of 


‘a drift punch. Into this hole a No. 10 ma- 


chine screw is inserted around which the 
cable is passed. 

Rear Spar. The rear spar is a six-foot 
length of 1%x8-inch birch or other hard- 
wood. The spar is a highly stressed part 
which undergoes considerable flexing, so 
this plank must be free of splits, cracks 
and knotholes. Shape and sand it, then 
drill mounting holes during alignment of 
the runners and body at final assembly. 
Resand the spar and protect it with two 
coats of spar varnish. 

Covering. The frame is covered with 
lightweight aircraft fabric. Approximately 
six yards of 42-inch-wide fabric and 20 
yards of two-inch pinked edge tape are 
needed. Lacing cord or No. 8 thread is 
used for the hand-sewn seams. In addition 
you'll need two large upholstery needles, 
a box of large pins and a piece of beeswax 
to stiffen the thread. 

Cut paper patterns to size over the frame 
allowing one inch of excess material 
around the perimeters except in the area 
of the cockpit where a three-inch excess is 
recommended for purposes of grasping 
and stretching the fabric taut while sewing 
it to the frame. The sides and bottom 
can be sewn together by machine, then 
wrapped around the frame like a blanket 
and pinned in position as tightly as pos- 
sible. 

The first hand-sewn seam is a baseball 
stitch down the top center of the frame 
running from firewall to cockpit. The fab- 
ric is then sewn directly to the frame sup- 
porting the firewall utilizing the holes

REE things are essential to a 

fast start: good compression, 
hot ignition and a rich mixture. 
You can translate these ingredi- 
ents into light oil, a fully charged 
battery and an efficient choke. 
These are basic starting tricks and 
special coils and plugs are likely 
to be of little use if any one of the 
big three is missing. 

New devices for quick starting 
bear directly on one or more of 
these basics. For example, the 
ABCO automatic battery used in 
a six-volt system provides 12 volts 
for cranking only. The engine is 
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forced to spin faster, building up 
firing compression. The plan also 


prevents starving the current left , 


over for ignition. Another impor- 
tant aid to starting is multivis- 
cosity oil. Such lube acts as a light 
No. 10 oil when temperatures are 
way down and as a 20 or 30 oil as 
temperatures rise. 

A rich mixture is assured 
through use of improved replace- 
ment choke systems such as the 
Choke Stove. If the heat tube from 
the choke to the exhaust manifold 
breaks or leaks, air and mois- 
ture get into the thermostatic coil 
which operates the automatic 
choke control. At first this merely 
results in too long a choke action 
with the engine fouling its plugs 
and valves for increased starting 
delay later. But soon the coil be- 
comes corroded and then there is 
no choke action. The driver then 
wears down the battery trying to 
get action under the hood. 

Use of an oil additive in the 
crankcase will help insure faster 
cranking. Clean contacts, an effi- 
cient generator and sparing use 
of the car’s electrical accessories 
will help keep the battery fully 
charged. An efficient fuel pump 
and the right float level for the 
carburetor will also aid in provid- 
ing the right mixture for a cold 
start. 

Special accessories. One that 
helps compression is a motor 
warmer. This can be an electric 
immersion coil to heat the coolant 
or to keep the oil warm and light. 
An improved ignition coil will de- 
liver a hotter spark. If plugs tend 
to foul, the answer is to install hot- 
ter plugs. A fuel pressure regu- 
lator helps starting by an indirect 
route. Through prevention of stall- 
ing it saves the battery a lot of 
engine cranking, keeps it in better 
shape for the next morning’s start. 

Millions of drivers this winter 
will have difficulty in starting be- 
cause of careless handling of the 
accelerator pedal. They will pump 
up and down on the pedal on the 
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PRESS DOWN accelerator to set choke control 
and fast-idle before starting in cold weather. 
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LOWER battery-solution level in cold weather 
retains more acid, lends extra zip to cranking. 








WIPE CLEAN all exposed ignition parts to 
help check “flashover” caused by condensation. 











KEEP battery terminals tight to 
avoid current loss at the posts. 
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PUSH-START automatic transmissions at 
25 mph and with selector lever in Drive.

CHECE occasionally for air leaks in heat 
tube which can damage thermostatic coil. 
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theory that this will provide the cylin- 
ders with extra fuel for a faster start. 
This simply overloads the cylinders and 
retards starting. If an engine is in good 
condition, has light oil, a fully charged 
battery and a choke that works, just 
pressing once on the pedal is needed. 
This should automatically set the choke 
and fast idle controls. Press down slowly 
until the pedal is all the way to the floor 
and then release your foot, keeping your 
foot off the pedal while cranking. Don’t 
jab on the pedal, the controls need a 
moment or two to get into position. 

An effective aid to normal action of 
these carburetor controls is to keep 
them clean with a solvent such as Gum- 
out. Apply with an eyedropper because 
you do not want to get the solvent on 
the painted parts of the engine. Make 
sure there is no air leakage around the 
carburetor and intake manifold. Crank 
only 15 seconds at a time. If the engine 
doesn’t start on the first try, try a second 
cranking. Then if there is no action, re- 
peat the process of depressing the accel- 
erator pedal before cranking again. 

Some variations in cranking proce- 
dure are needed in certain cases. Where 
the starter is operated by the accelera- 
tor pedal (Buick), the engine, even

the starter. If the engine is flooded with 
raw gasoline, press the accelerator to 
the floor and hold it there until the en- 
gine fires. Don’t pump on the pedal. 

Studebaker stresses a point many 
drivers overlook. It urges the conven- 
tional pressing of the accelerator pedal 
all the way to the floor before switching 
on the combination ignition and starter 
switch, but adds “Let up on it com- 
pletely.” This is important in order to 
obtain correct setting of the automatic 
choke. Studebaker also warns against 
repeating the process. A lot of drivers 
think they are doing the engine and 
themselves a favor by giving the pedal 
several jabs, not realizing that this will 
often slow down the start by over- 
activity of the carburetor’s acceleration 
pump. If some little trick helps you get 
a better start with your engine, stay 
with it and don’t scrap it in favor of the 
general rules. 

Pontiac emphasizes this by adding a 
thought that often works well when 
outside temperature is below zero. They 
suggest holding the accelerator pedal 
down slightly while cranking.

drilled for this purpose. Use two needles 
for this sewing operation and tie the thread 
securely every eight or ten stitches. 

The fabric is next stretched to the rear 
and sewn along the vertical portion of the 
trailing edge and then around the perime- 
ter of the cockpit. Once again two needles 
are used following the same procedure as 
around the firewali. The remaining seams 
can be sewn together in any order, but the 
two relief seams—where the fabric is re- 
moved at the rear of the cockpit—are done 
last. During all sewing, continue pulling 
the fabric taut. 

When the sewing is finished, a single 
coat of clear dope is brushed thoroughly 
into the fabric using strokes with and 
against the weave of the material. Do not 
be alarmed over the sagging appearance 
of the fabric when this coat dries as the 
covering will not tighten up completely 
until the third or fourth coat of dope is 
applied. The pinked edge tape is applied 
with the second coat of dope and goes over 
all the seams, around the cockpit, and also 
reinforces the points where the steering 
shaft and cables pass through the fabric. 

When the second coat of dope dries, the 
fabric is lightly sanded with fine sand- 
paper. At least two more brushed coats or 
four sprayed coats of clear dope are added, 
with light sanding between each coat. 
Final finishing is accomplished with the 
application of two or three coats of pig- 
mented dope. Holes are now cut for the 
cables and steering shaft and leather rein- 
forcement patches are cemented to the 
border of the holes to prevent tearing. 

Engine cowling. Cut the cowling from 
a sheet of .032-inch aluminum and hold 
it by means of 14 No. 6 half-inch sheet- 
metal screws. Cut a pattern from a sheet 
of cardbvard and fit it to the boat; then cut 
the aluminum cowl from this cardboard 
template, trimming to the exact dimen- 
sions. 

Final assembly. With the front runner 
and steering shaft securely mounted in 
place, set the runner exactly fore and aft. 
The rear spar is tentatively located under 
the mounting brackets at the rear of the 
body and centered. Position the spar so

neers recommend breaking the problem 
down into three parts. Either the engine 
cranks and won’t start, or it cranks too 
slowly for starting, or it will not crank at 
all. If the engine spins but doesn’t go into 
action under its own power, it may lack 
spark, there may not be fuel in the carbu- 
retor, fuel may not be reaching the car- 
buretor, there may be insufficient choking, 
high tension current may be flashing over 
the top of the coil or the distributor cap, 
spark plug electrodes may be fouled, 
breaker points may need attention or there 
is very low compression because of poorly 
seated valves or worn rings. Troubles of 
this sort invariably come on gradually. 
The tip-off is that the engine becomes pro- 
gressively harder to get into action. 

Too slow cranking isn’t always due to a 
weak battery, too heavy oil or poor con- 
tacts in the starting circuit and switches. 
It may point to trouble in the starting sys- 
tem. A test may show that there is an inter- 
nal short in the starter relay. The starting 
motor itself may have a dirty commutator 
or be in need of a major overhaul. Many a 
starting motor goes bad because of crank- 
ing too steadily and too often. 

When the starter spins but the engine 
doesn’t crank there’s trouble with the 
starter drive. If not actually broken, the 
drive may be worn or dirty. It can be 
cleaned by washing in kerosene, then 
wiped dry. 

Using a spare battery is effective if you 
are merely trying to get over the hurdle of 
insufficient current for cranking. The extra 
battery should be wired in parallel. A 
12-volt battery can be used to start a car 
with a six-volt system. 

Handiest gadget of all for winter starting 
is a battery charger in your garage. Used 
overnight it will nearly always assure you 
of a hot start on a cold morning. 

To anyone looking for a solution to the 
problem of the cold start one answer is to 
take the car on the open highway for a 
good run several times a week, or to take a 
longer route home at night. Most effective 
is fast idling the engine 15 minutes or so 
(car in the driveway) before garaging it 
for the night. ®

that the distance is equal from the leading 
edge of the right and left spar tips to the 
steering shaft. Mark the location of the 
mounting bolts from the holes (which have 
already been drilled) in the support 
brackets of the body; then invert the spar 
and mount the rear runners. Locate the 
runner brackets perpendicularly to the 
trailing edge of the spar and clamp them in 
position. The distance between the lead. 
ing edges of the runners should be equal 
to the distance between the trailing edges. 
Now drill the quarter-inch mounting holes 
through spar and bolt brackets in place, 

Operation. Skeeter will give you many 
seasons of fun with a minimum of mainte 
nance and expense. However, it’s a good 
idea to check the tightness of the mount- 
ing bolts on runners and engine taking spe- 
cial care that the propeller cage does not 
become loosened or damaged. 

Take the ice boat out for slow short runs 
at first to accustom yourself to its handling 
characteristics. Always cruise any ice at 
reduced speeds to examine surface con- 
ditions prior to a fast run. Never turn the 
boat too sharply, especially at higher 
speeds, or you may go into a spin. In the 
event of an emergency, stop the engine 
immediately and apply the brake.

the earth’s diameter. Its volume, however, 
is only 1/49th that of the earth’s. It has a 
vastly greater temperature range than that 
of the earth. In full sunlight, at high noon, 
an object on the moon’s surface may reach 
a temperature as high as 250° F; on the 
dark side it may drop to as low as 215° 
below zero. 

Its greatest distance from the earth is 
252,710 miles. Once a month it reaches its 
minimum distance from the earth, 221,463 
miles. When the moon is at the greater dis- 
tance, we say it is at apogee; at the smaller 
distance, perigee. 

The moon revolves around the earth at 
a speed of 2,287 miles per hour. It takes the 
moon 29 days, 12 hours, 44 minutes and 
2.78 seconds to complete a revolution 
around the earth. Oddly enough, its period 
of rotation on its own axis is equal to the 
time it takes to revolve around the earth, 
which is the reason why we always see the 
same face of the moon. While it is interest- 
ing to conjecture what is on the opposite 


side of the moon, chances are it is similar 
to the side which we Earthlings can see. 

The most interesting and conspicuous 
features on the moon’s surface are its many 
craters. At least 30,000 have been counted. 
Some of the small ones are only 300 feet 
in diameter. One giant crater measures 
140 miles from rim to rim! The rims of 
some of the larger craters are nearly two 
miles high. 

Other distinguishing marks on the moon 
are the rays and rills. They run across 
mountains, valleys and other craters with- 
out any apparent interruption. The side 
of the moon which faces us also exhibits 
“seas.” At least eight huge seas have been 
mapped upon the surface of the moon. 

It’s between two of these seas, the Sea of 
Tranquillity and the Sea of Serenity, that 
the Soviet rocket landed. The approximate 
point of impact is shown by the white 
arrow in the enlarged photograph on 
page 145.

records in such widespread spots as Day- 
tona Beach and the frozen lakes of Michi- 
gan. Henry Ford was a hot-rodder of the 
first order and a practical mechanic to 
boot. The Ford Empire which he built in 
the years that followed reached its gar- 
gantuan size via Henry’s primitive Model 
T. Everything that followed, including the 
great little Model A and the gutty Fords 
of the ’30s, only served as added attractions 
so far as the Empire was concerned. Today, 
now that they are full-size big cars weigh- 
ing (give or take 50 pounds) the same as 
my ’50 Cadillac or 53 Lincoln, Fords are 
going in for the luxury-comfort pitch and 
they’ve accomplished this very well. 

The suspension on the regular 60 Fords 
is a little too loose for my liking. When I 
tested the new cars over the road-handling 
course I found more lean and sway than 
you’d see in a Third Avenue saloon on St. 
Paddy’s Eve. This goes with the softer ride 
most American manufacturers seem to be 
hipped on. However, I was told you can 
still order your Ford with an export sus- 
pension and adjustable shocks that will 
eliminate the duck waddle. Regardless, the 
1960 Fords are good cars and if the road- 
ability isn’t just what you want, a few dol- 
lars spent in a shock house (and I’m 
referring to the kind that sells shock ab- 
sorbers) will dampen the sloshing beer in 
your belly. 

Since World War II Ford and its closest 
rival, Chevrolet, have been slugging it out 
toe-to-toe for the title, “Sales King Of The 
Automotive World.” As even the inmates 
of a Tibetan cave know, Chevrolet and 
Ford are the two biggest single automobile 
companies in the entire world and have 
been for many years. With this in mind, 
progress in the form of radical advance- 
ments is a lot more dangerous for either 
Chevy or Ford to make than for all the 
other companies combined. For example, 
when Ford orders a piece of stamping ma- 
chinery for a body panel or even an engine 
mount, it has to order it in such fantastic 
quantities that one little goof which might 
cost a few thousand dollars to correct in a 
low-production car could add up to mil- 
lions of dollars for retooling the high-

production schedules of the leading two 
makes. 

Truly radical cnnual changes therefore 
are more likely to be made on the scrub 
members of the individual automotive 
teams, where reaction can be studied and 
the chances of huge financial loss mini- 
mized. For example, much of the styling 
now used on Ford (such as the roofline of 
the Galaxie) was first tried out on the 
Thunderbird. If this had proven unpopular 
on the T’bird, the biggest loss would have 
been embarrassment. If the innovation was 
successful you could look for it to be made 
a part of the next model Ford. 

Style-wise the 1960 Ford is so different 
from any other Ford ever made that if the 
name didn’t appear anywhere on the car it 
would be impossible for the most dyed-in- 
the-wool automobile man to determine 
what make he was looking at without rais- 
ing the hood or looking under the body. 
From a profile standpoint, the hood and 
front fender lines have been dropped down 
so that they somewhat resemble the lines 
of American Motors’ Ambassador. From 
head-on, the car is low and sleek-looking 
and around the tail, with its bent-over fins, 
there is a certain Lincoln touch of ’59 to 
be found. Ford builds about as many dif- 
ferent models as Macy’s makes sales on 
Christmas Eve and one of my test cars, 
the Galaxie with its fastback roofline, was 
a direct steal from the T’bird. In the 500 
and the Fairlane series, Ford offers a more 
or less contemporary standard roofline 
with a real neck-scorching rear window. 
Anyway you slice it, this is a good-looking 
package. 

Much to the surprise of the Dearborn 
people, 1959 was the biggest year Ford 
has ever had in the six-cylinder field. 
Thousands of buyers found it almost im- 
possible to buy sixes around mid-year be- 
cause Ford wasn’t geared up for the num- 
ber of orders they received for this type 
of power plant. The Ford Six, displacing 
223 cubic inches, is an overhead-valve job 
just about square, with a 3.62-in. bore and 
a 3.60-in. stroke. Perhaps the reason for 
the sudden demand for Ford Sixes, espe- 
cially with manual transmission, is a desire 
to save fuel; when tied up with manual 
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overdrive you can’t miss at normal high- 
way speeds. However, if you spend much 
time cruising the turnpikes, especially 
those with speed limits of 70 mph, the dif- 
ference in gas consumption will not be so 
apparent because at high speeds the little 
six-cylinder engine will be working a lot 
harder than the bigger V8. 

Naturally, Ford’s Thunderbird will be 
offered again but the changes for 1960 
will be extremely slight. The demand for 
T’birds by suburban housewives with a 
slight swashbuckle complex made the ’59 
model one of the hottest-selling prestige 
items Detroit has ever seen. ®

sometimes known as moonshiners_or even 
bootleggers. I was quite surprised that the 
hop-up job was being done by a rod jockey 
who was known for the rapidity of his own 
moonshine deliveries and was hardly a pal 
of the revenue crowd. 

“The boys aren’t going to like you if 
you make the revenuer’s car too fast,” I 
told him. “Oh, I won’t make him that fast,” 
he said, “not near as fast as that one” and 
he pointed to another Chevy in the corner. 
“Whose car is that?” I asked. It turned out 
to belong to a pretty well-known race 
driver who specialized in ridge-running 
during off-seasons to keep his hand in! 

Anyhow, Duntov’s “Law Enforcement” 
grenade was quite lively. It had a four- 
speed stick shift, the big 348-cubic-inch 
engine and a four-barrel carburetor. It 
averaged 8.7 seconds for 0-60 mph. Twice 
I got down the long straightaway at the 
GM Proving Grounds through a measured 
mile at 139 mph-plus—and this in the rain. 
It should be a nice jolly little car for whip- 
ping Old Uncle Ned over to the clinic for 
his electrocardiogram. 

When I finally worked my way down 
to the standard Chevy Impala (also with 
the 348 cubic-inch engine) it was still rain- 
ing. However, I gave this job a much closer 
scrutiny, as it will be the one most of you 
guys and gals will be buying. Around hard 
bends and through extremely tight cor- 
ners the suspension was softer than I like. 
Down the straightaway the ’60 Impala is 
a lot faster than the ’59 model. Zero to 60

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mph averaged 11.1 seconds, with one run 
of 10.9—and this car was equipped with 
Turbo-Glide. Zero to 30 averaged 3.8 sec- 
onds. To show you what an improvement 
this is over last year’s cars—0-60 with the 
same rig and tri-power carburetion in 1959 
averaged 13.1 seconds and 0-30 took 5.2 
seconds. Why so much faster? Well, the 
Chevy boys may have whittled the cam a 
bit for 1960 and they may also have found 
that one big four-barrel carb is a lot 
quicker in spilling the go-juice than the 
three two-barrel carburetors used last 
year. Basically, however, these are the 
same cars that Chevrolet has been dishing 
up for a couple of years—which will be 
perfectly all right with thousands of 
buyers. 

One good point about owning a Chevy, 
which can’t be overlooked, is that a Chev- 
rolet is as standard as money. Anywhere 
in the country you can always get a pretty 
good return on your investment, whether 
you’re hustling a loan or just making a 
trade-in. However, the question right now 
is just how deep will the new little Corvair 
bite into sales of the standard Chevy? This 
is the Big One to which even Ed Cole, 
Chevrolet’s General Manager, would love 
to know the answer. If it were simply a 
matter of passenger-carrying capacity, it 
is well to remember that you can fit just 
as many people comfortably into a Corvair 
as you can into a Chevrolet, meaning four. 
Some cars claim to be five- and six-passen- 
ger carriers but they can’t take that many 
with any comfort if the passengers have 
observed regular eating habits. 

On the other hand, the standard-size 
Chevrolet will carry a great deal more of 
the odds and ends that the typical Ameri- 
can family loves to tote along on a vacation 
trip—and it will carry them a great deal 
easier. In fact, the Chevy of today, like its 
two closest competitors, is a big automo- 
bile with as much luggage room as any 
Cadillac, Packard or Lincoln of just a 
decade ago. The term “Big Three” once 
meant two things. First, they were the 
three biggest sellers on the market. Sec- 
ond, they were the three smallest cars built 
by the major companies. Today the “Big 
Three” are literally big cars. If, starting 
with the 1960 model year, the small ver- 
sions of these three makes should take over 
the sales leadership, we will be right back

where we were years ago and “Big Three” 
will once again mean smaller cars as well 
as the hottest sellers. 

Today’s Chevy sedan owes much of its 
popularity, in my opinion, to its successful 
record on the stock car tracks. I am con- 
vinced that there are thousands of Ameri- 
cans who buy their cars based on the 
performance records at places such as 
Daytona, Darlington and other big late- 
model stock car events. The “big” Chevro- 
let has been successful at all these races 
on a number of occasions—and this helps 
ring up sales on the GM cash register, 
though some members of top management 
might hate to admit it. 

Chevies still come »with a six-cylinder 
engine as reliable as the Rock of Gibraltar 
and far more economical to operate. They 
also feature the smaller 283-cubic-inch V8 
which was one of the greatest pieces of en- 
gine design ever built in this country when 
it came out a few years ago. 

In summing up, I remember when you 
could buy a good Chevrolet for less than 
$500, brand-new, delivered in New York. I 
also recall the time—in fact, only ten 
model years ago—when you could buy a 
Cadillac for $1,000 less than some deluxe 
Chevies cost now. Today, Chevrolet is not 
only a big car but an expensive car when 
you consider the prices of just a few years 
ago. But, as Herman Finkelhoop pointed 
out, “The world changes.” Perhaps the car 
market is changing, too. The next few 
months will tell the story. ®

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The .22 WMR looks like a stretched- 
out .22 LR, and is loaded with a jacketed 
hollow-point bullet of about the same 
weight—40 grains. However, the two are 
positively not interchangeable. To keep 
experimenters from pushing this much 
more powerful cartridge into existing .22s, 
Winchester has made the brass case about 
15-thousandths of an inch oversize. The 
bullet of the .22 WMR is not greased, and 
the cartridges can therefore be carried in 
pockets or pouches without picking up dirt 
or lint. On a hot day, ordinary lubricated 
.22 LRs are a mess to handle. 

A few simple figures show how the old 
and the new rimfires compare ballistically 
in rifles with typical 24-inch barrels. The 
muzzle velocity of the .22 LR is 1,335 feet 
per second, that of the .22 WMR is 2,000 
feet per second, and that of the Hornet is 
2,690 feet per second. The energy of the 
bullet at the muzzle is 158 foot-pounds 
with the LR, 355 foot-pounds with the 
WMR and 720 foot-pounds with the Hor- 
net. The .22 WMR shoots flatter than the 
LR and doesn’t require as much sight ad- 
justment from one range to another. 

Firearms manufacturers are getting on 
the .22 WMR bandwagon as quickly as 
they can modify current guns or design 
new ones. The first firm to hit the market 
was Marlin, with its Model 57-M. I found 
this a pleasure to handle and to shoot. Par- 
ticularly, I liked its very fast but positive 
lever action. With only a 23-degree throw 
to open and close the breech, against a full 
90-degree movement in older lever types, 
the shooter is able to aim, fire, eject and 
reload without removing his hand from the 
stock. 

The tubular magazine, under the barrel, 
holds 15 cartridges. With a little practice I 
was able to bang these out in less than ten 
seconds and hit a 12-inch steel plate at 100 
yards every time. ®

Service and are filled through competitive 
examinations. Appointments are made on 
the basis of highest marks. 

Civil Service examinations test ability to 
do a particular kind of job. The simpler the 
job, the easier the examination. Also, many 
examinations are not written. You are 
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graded only on such things as education, 
experience or a sample of your work. 

However, some 14 per cent of federal 
employees are exempt from Civil Service 
requirements. Appointments in the legis- 
lative branch, for instance, do not come 
under Civil Service. These appointments 
include all aides—researchers, lawyers, 
secretaries, messengers, pages, clerks and 
guards—to senators and congressmen. 

Veterans have many advantages over 
non-veterans in getting government jobs 
and also in keeping them after being hired. 
“Veteran preference” adds extra points to 
the passing grades of Civil Service exami- 
nations, five points for regular veterans, 
ten points for those who are disabled. 

In general, Uncle Sam pays good wages. 
In lower grades, pay is equal to or higher 
than wages for similar work in private in- 
dustry. The higher you go up the pay scale, 
however, the lower the salaries are when 
compared with those in private business 
for similar work. 

Government employees have liberal va- 
cation and sick-leave privileges and steady 
pay. There are also several pay plans. For 
most trade positions, wages are set in ac- 
cordance with wages paid in the same lo- 
cality by private industry. 

Nearly half of all government workers, 
though, are paid under a law called the 
Classification Act. It provides a pay scale 
called the General Schedule (GS). Posi- 
tions are graded by number, according to 
how difficult the work is, starting with 1. 
A GS-3 job, for example, is more difficult 
than a GS-2 job, and the pay is higher. GS 
Grades go from 1 to 18 with salaries rang- 
ing from $2,960 to $17,500. 

Retirement advantages in government 
work are excellent. Six-and-a-half per cent 
of a career employee’s salary goes into a 
retirement fund, the money coming out of 
their paycheck. This money, together with 
interest, plus a sum added by the Govern- 
ment, assures the employee an income in 
later years. For example, after 30 years’ 
work, at an average salary of $5,000, retire- 
ment pay at 60 is $2,808 a year for life.

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No. Only about a tenth of the employees 
of the government have jobs in Washing- 
ton, D. C. Nine-tenths work in other parts 
of the United States and in other parts of 
the world. There are more than twice as 
many people working for the Postal Serv- 
ice alone, in towns and cities throughout 
the country, as there are working in Wash- 
ington for all the executive agencies. 

Can government employees be fired? 

Yes. Many people think that a govern- 
ment job is a lifetime job. For an employee 
who is efficient and trustworthy it can be. 
But government employees are dismi 
from their positions for inefficiency, mis- 
conduct or delinquency, or for other se- 
rious causes. 

Does the Civil Service Commission do 
all the hiring? 

No. The only people hired by the Civil 
Service Commission are those who work 
in the Commission’s own offices. The em- 
ployees of other agencies are hired, in each 
case, by officials of those agencies. For 
every job to be filled, the appointing officer 
has the legal right to choose one person 
from among the three whose names are at 
the top of the list of eligibles. The Civil 
Service Commission sends him the names 
of the top three people on the appropriate 
list. The appointing officer does the hiring. 

Is the best way to get a government job 
to write your Congressman? 

No. The best way to apply for a govern- 
ment job is to find out what examinations 
are open and then file an application with 
the United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion or one of its offices. Ninety-one per 
cent of all positions in agencies of the gov- 
ernment in the continental United States 
are in the “competitive service”; they are 
filled by competitive examination, or by 
promoting or transferring employees al- 
ready in the competitive service, or by 
reemploying persons who have left the 
service and wish to return to it. 

Full information about government 
jobs is always available at your local post 
office. Or write directly to the U. S. Civil 
Service Commission, Washington 25, D. C.

the paper backing. It is easier to make, can 
be made more cheaply and, is basically 
more stable.” 

But don’t dash out to your hardware 
dealer for a supply of Cell-O-Therm. And 
don’t tear out the walls of your kitchen 
hoping to replace them with heating panels 
as one now irate housewife did. This pros- 
pective customer wrote that three months 
before writing she had heard of the paper 
and had hired a carpenter to tear her 
kitchen apart. But now she was unable to 
obtain the paper. 

“Do you want to sell this paper or don’t 
you?” she concluded. 

They don’t—not yet. The paper is a 
highly technical development. The makers 
will not release it for general use until it 
has undergone every safety test, is known 
to be “bug-free,” has been approved by 
the underwriters and satisfies them as 
being foolproof.

Here letters and parcels will be taken over 
by an electronic brain that will “read” 
handwritten, typed and printed addresses. 
The brain will then direct the letters or 
parcels along a track into its correct sort- 
ing container. 

Finally, the containers will be closed 
automatically by other tripping devices, 
and shunted onto waiting trains and 
trucks. Air mail will be routed by trucks 
to planes just as it is today. At the other 
end of the line, in the post office of destina- 
tion, the sorting process will be refined 
down to streets and numbered addresses— 
again, automatically. 

Sound incredible? It is—but even more 
incredible is the fact that all these ma- 
chines either exist now or are in advanced 
stages of development. This includes a 
super-brain that “reads” any address 
printed by a standard typewriter and di- 
rects the letter along its proper route. 

This, then, is what we can expect in 
the next few years—letters delivered to 
their destination “untouched by humcn 


hands.” But beyond this lies an even more 
fantastic future for the Post Office Depart- 
ment. 

In the January ’57 MI, Frank Tinsley 
suggested the delivery of mail by rocket. 
Mr. Tinsley foresaw a closely coordinated 
mail and freight operation that would in- 
clude use of convertaplanes and a speeded- 
up ground delivery system. MI’s prophet 
suggested rocket mail might be a reality 
by 1965. In January, 1959, Postmaster 
General Summerfield indicated that rocket 
mail may come sooner than most people 
think, probably before man reaches the 
moon. 

But even use of rockets assumes the 
future post office will be concerned with 
the physical delivery of a written mes- 
sage from Point A to Point B. Some in- 
dustrial ‘designers feel the whole idea of 
delivering a piece of stationery may 
come outmoded. Refinements of wire and 
radio photo devices and facsimile senders 
may result, someday, in a system whereby

your letter is photographed in your home 
post office and almost instantly reproduced 
in the post office at city of destination. A 
standard form and automatic machines 
would insure privacy. 

As a final suggestion for the post office 
of tomorrow—why not send letters by 
television? A TV mail system would en- 
tail telecasting of letters from the sender’s 
post office and photographing them, either 
off the screen or by an electronic printer, 
at their destination. Equipment for such 
a scheme also is already in existence but 
needs considerable development and re- 
finement before it could be put to practical 
use. ® 


Decoys From Driftwood

crosscut pieces and remove the rough 
edges with a knife and plane. To achieve 
the correct body proportions for a q 
pintail or teal model, I cut, from heavy 
cardboard, a two-part pattern. These pat- 








terns are placed upon the driftwood blocks, 
outlined with a pencil or crayon, and 
whittled around the penciled outlines. 

The head of a decoy can be carved from 
a small block of driftwood that measures 
2x4x6 inches. Tails and wingtips of the 
decoys are tapered with a sharp knife to 
give them an authentic look. 

After carving, I nail the decoy heads 
onto the decoy bodies with six-penny nails, 
then apply a generous coat of shellac to 
the models to preserve them. They are 
then allowed to dry. When dry, I paint the 
plumage to resemble in detail the true-to- 
life colors of the wary wildfowl. I use flat 
paint, of course. 

After they are painted, I nail a thin strip 
of lead to the bottom of each decoy. This 
keeps them upright in the water. 

Carving time for each decoy usually re- 
quires about an hour and a half. Painting 
the plumage takes a little more time in 
order to allow the paint to dry and also to 
do an expert job. The driftwood models 
are $4 each and my customers usually buy 
them in lots of 12. But it’s a good invest- 
ment for my driftwood models will last a

The Rocket On The Moon 


[Continued from page 148] 

To reach the moon the Russian rocket 
was propelled from the earth’s surface at 
a speed slightly in excess of 25,000 miles 
per hour. The last stage of the rocket 
weighed 3,324 pounds, about the weight of 
a Ford or Chevy, a tremendous weight to 
propel into space. The actual container 
which hit the moon weighed about 850 
pounds. 

The point of impact was determined by 
a great number of variables: the speed of 
rotation of the earth at the latitude in 
which the rocket was fired; the density of 
the air; the weight of the rocket; its thrust; 
the distance between the earth and the 
moon, and the speed of the moon’s revolu- 
tion around the earth. 

Government space experts have con- 
ceded the fact that the Russian rocket 
landed within 250 miles of its aiming point 
—a great tribute to the skill and accurate 
calculations of the Soviet scientists. Ac- 
tually, it’s doubtful whether the Russians 
had a specific point in mind except, of 
course, for the center of the moon. Profes- 
sor Alfred Lovell, director of the world’s 
largest radio telescope in Jodrell Bank, 
England, states, “From every point of view 
it is quite fantastic.” *
